weather A blinding snow¬ 
fall that took Edmonton 
in an icy grip over the 
weekend has ceased, but 
is leaving a deep freeze in 
its wake, Environment 
Canada officials said yes¬ 
terday. 

Between 15 and 20 cm 
of the white stuff blanket¬ 
ed the Capital Region Fri¬ 
day and Saturday, wreak¬ 
ing havoc on roadways. 

“It was a tough time get¬ 
ting up those hills,” EPS 
Downtown Division Staff 
Sgt. Graham Hogg said. 
“Quite a few of those hills 
going in to downtown 
were blocked off.” 

Though the snow has 
stopped, for now, Environ¬ 
ment Canada meteorolo¬ 
gist Brenda Niska-Aro said, 
adding Edmontonians 
within city limits are fac¬ 
ing lows of -28 C today and 
-33 C in outlaying areas. 

With 15- to 20-km 
winds, the wind chill 
could reach -35 C to -40 C, 
she added. 

A system coming tomor¬ 
row will raise 
temperatures, but bring 
more snow Wednesday, 
though not as much seen 
on the weekend. 

“If it’s warm, it snows. If 
it’s sunny, it’s cold,” she 
said. 

A stubborn high- 
pressure centre over the 
province is responsible for 
the frigid conditions, she 
added. 

“It’s a big amount of 
snow to get. It’s not every 
year we see this much at 
one time.” 
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Man dead in

fatality A 30-year-old man 
from Strathcona County is 
dead after a snowmobile 
outing turned tragic yester¬ 
day. 

At approximately 1:15 
p.m. yesterday, Strathcona 
County RCMP and 
Strathcona County 
Emergency Services 
responded to a report of a 
collision involving a snow¬ 
mobile and a sport utility 
vehicle on Range Road 213 
north of Township Road 
540 in Strathcona County. 

The snowmobiler had en¬ 
tered the highway from an 
adjacent field when he was 
struck by the SUV, which 
had been travelling on 
Range Road 213. Officials 
said he succumbed to the 
injuries sustained as a 
result of the collision and 
was pronounced dead at 
the scene. The driver and 
one passenger in the SUV 
were not injured.

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Police, family, friends and 
nearly 75,000 strangers are 
all asking the same ques¬ 
tion: Where is Mariah 
Sauve? 

“We just want her to 
come home, we need to 
know that she’s OK,” the 
girl’s sister Sharleen Sauve 
said yesterday. 

The 15-year-old girl, 
who’s described by rela¬ 
tives as a clean cut, well-be¬ 
haved “A” pupil vanished 
without a trace one week 
ago. 

Mariah, a Grade 10 
Austin O’Brien High School 
student, was last seen leav¬ 


ing St. Elizabeth Seaton 
School after visiting friends 
around 4 p.m. on Nov. 30. 

Meagan Vachon, 15, was 
the last person to see the 
teen fears she may be 
the victim of foul 
play. 

“I think she’s in 
trouble. She would 
have at least told one 
of us where she was 
going,” Vachon said, 
adding the Mariah 
left the school with a Mariah 
teenage boy she had Sauve 
met earlier at the 
Clareview LRT station. 

“He didn’t look like he 
just wanted to be her 
friend,” she said. 

Sharleen, 21, alerted po¬ 
lice Thursday after extend¬ 


ed family members discov¬ 
ered her disappearance 
had not yet been reported. 

“She’s very vulnerable, 
and maybe she would go 
with someone who 
claimed they cared 
about her,” she said. 

Staff Sgt. Todd 
Laycock confirmed 
yesterday that po¬ 
lice are actively in¬ 
vestigating the girl’s 
disappearance. 

“It all seems legit. 
The investigation is 
still open because 
she’s still missing,” he said. 
“Do we get teenage run¬ 
aways on a regular basis? 
Absolutely. But, there’s a 
difference between being 
missing by choice and by

“At the end of the day, it 
doesn’t matter if she 
walked away. What mat¬ 
ters is if she’s safe,” Mari- 
ah’s aunt Johanne Sauve 
said.

Witnesses claim Bregg 
was pulled from the bus 
and kicked repeatedly in 
the face on Dec. 3. 

Bregg reportedly under¬ 
went facial surgery for his 


injuries over the weekend. 
He could not be reached for 
comment yesterday. 

Police believe the alleged 
attack stemmed from a dis¬ 
pute over a $2.50 bus fare. 

They have charged Gary 
Edwin Mattson, 24, with at¬ 
tempted murder in connec¬ 
tion with the incident.

Climate change impacting life in N.W.T. hamlet 



There will be no one to tell 
the world about the 
warped and wavy roads or 
the gulley and ditches in 
Tuktoyaktuk’s graveyard 
when the world gathers at 
the Copenhagen climate 
change summit this week, 
and that makes Mervin 
Gruben's temperature rise. 

No one to point out that 
the once permanently 
frozen ground is thawing 
and a hunting spot that has 
existed for thousands of 
years is being swallowed 
up by the Arctic Ocean. 

“When I was growing up 
we were getting 40-below 
weather for Januaiy, Febru- 
aiy and March. We’d have 
mountains of snow,” said 
Gruben, Tuktoyaktuk’s

mayor. Now, there’s little 
snow and “we barely get to 
40-below.” 

Global warming is not 
only endangering small is¬ 
land nations, who face ris¬ 
ing waterlines, but Canadi¬ 
an communities, too. 

A recent report by the 
National Roundtable on 
the Environment Econo¬ 
my, an advisory panel to 
the government, said Tuk¬ 
toyaktuk is experiencing 
the fastest rates of coastal 
erosion in Canada. 

Each year, 1.8 metres of 


the shoreline is lost to ris¬ 
ing water and waves as the 
once-impenetrable per¬ 
mafrost thaws and gives 
way in the warmer sum¬ 
mers. 

A local school and police 
station in Gruben’s com¬ 
munity of 1,000 people 
have already been moved 
farther inland, and a 
steady stream of trucks 
loaded with rock from Inu- 
vilc is dumping its haul on 
the shore, trying to save 
what’s left of the North¬ 
west Territories’ hamlet. 

The graveyard is a priori¬ 
ty. A dam of rocks is all 
that stands between this 
vital piece of the commu¬ 
nity’s history and the wa¬ 
ter, 18 metres away. 

“I’ll be buried here ... 
and eventually washed out 
to sea, for sure,” Gruben

Harper pays tribute 
to H.K. war heroes 


Stephen Harper’s Asian 
tour moved yesterday 
from mainland China to 
Hong Kong, where the 
prime minister participat¬ 
ed in an annual commem¬ 
orative service at the Sai 
Wan War Cemetery, hon¬ 
ouring the Canadian 
soldiers who defended the 
territory during the 
Second World War. 

“Today, we acknowledge 
our eternal debt to those 
who have served our coun¬ 
try,” Harper said. “We are 
also reminded of the grati¬ 
tude we owe to those who 
continue to defend our val¬ 
ues in Afghanistan and 
elsewhere around the 
world.” 

A vastly outnumbered 


contingent of Canadians, 
along with troops from 
Hong Kong, the United 
Kingdom and India, de¬ 
fended the territory 
against Japanese invaders 
for 17 days, finally surren¬ 
dering on Christmas Day, 
1941. Canadian troops en¬ 
dured heavy losses during 
the campaign. 

Today, the prime minis¬ 
ter is scheduled to visit the 
demilitarized zone be¬ 
tween the two Koreas and 
lay a wreath at the Seoul 
National Cemetery to hon¬ 
our Canadians killed dur¬ 
ing the Korean War. He 
will also deliver a speech 
to the South Korean na¬ 
tional assembly.

Psychiatrist back on stand 

Utah court seeks to determine whether accused 
in Smart abduction is competent to face trial 


A psychiatrist is expected 
in a Utah federal court to¬ 
day to discuss the 
religious writings of Eliza¬ 
beth Smart’s alleged 
abductor, a self- 
proclaimed prophet who 
is said to have claimed in 
his work that she went 
with him willingly as a 
young girl and with the 
permission of her parents. 

Brian David Mitchell 
drafted the Book of Im¬ 
manuel David Isaiah II af¬ 
ter his arrest and interro¬ 
gations by police in March 
2003, according to Dr. 
Michael Weiner. 

In the work, Mitchell ad¬ 
dresses the charges levied 
against him and writes 
that no weapons or vio¬ 
lence were used when 
Smart was taken from her 
home in June 2002. 


“He 

clothes his 
defence in a 
religious doc¬ 
ument,” Wei¬ 
ner said Fri¬ 
day in U.S. 

District 
Court. “But 
it’s advocacy, he’s making 
his best argument.” 

Weiner has been paid 
$500,000 US to evaluate 
Mitchell for federal prose¬ 
cutors. A 10-day hearing is 
being held in Salt Lake City 
to determine whether 
Mitchell, 56, is competent 
to stand trial. The book 
outlines Mitchell’s beliefs, 
drawing heavily from the 
Bible and the Book of Mor¬ 
mon, while also including 
ideas from a New Age spiri¬ 
tualist, a lymphologist and 
other writers. 


Mitchell, who claimed in 
his first book that God had 
made him head of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, was in¬ 
dicted in 2008 by a federal 
grand jury on charges of 
kidnapping and unlawful 
transportation of a minor 
across state lines. 

If ever convicted, he 
could spend the rest of his 
life in a federal prison. 

Smart was just 14 when 
she was taken from her 
bedroom in June 2002. She 
was recovered in March 
2003 walking a suburban 
street with Mitchell and his 
wife. In October, she testi¬ 
fied that she was taken at 
knifepoint, forced to marry 
Mitchell within hours of 
her abduction and raped 
daily throughout her cap¬ 
tivity.

‘Hope springs eternal’ for Edmonton transit

- ight months ago 

the city’s LRT net- 

- work plan 

amounted to six 
_ fat arrows radiat¬ 
ing from downtown. While 
it was nice and all, I wor¬ 
ried that nobody had fig¬ 
ured out how these differ¬ 


ent legs were going to tie 
together. 

The council decision to 
use low-floor trains for new 
lines a few months later in¬ 
troduced the concept of a 
central circulation loop, 
but it was still unclear 
what that meant. 

Then a more detailed 
consultant’s diagram went 
public, and suddenly it all 
made sense. Coun. Don Ive- 
son calls it the “Hope 
springs eternal” map, and 
if you’re interested in see¬ 
ing it, he’s posted it at 
doniveson.ca. 

The concept is pretty 


simple, actually: Lines to 
west Edmonton, Mill 
Woods and Sherwood Park 
all radiate from a central 
loop. 

The loop is rough, but 
could run from downtown 
to the University of Alberta 
via 102 or 103 Avenue and 
the High Level Bridge, turn 
down Whyte Avenue to 
Bonnie Doon, and then 
head back to downtown, 
crossing the river some¬ 
where near the Muttart 
Conservatoiy. 

The three lines branch 
off at various points: The 
line to the west just north 


of Corona, the line to to the 
southeast at Bonnie Doon, 
and the line to the east ten¬ 
tatively somewhere be¬ 
tween there and the river. 

Operationally, three 
routes could exist: West to 
east (via the university and 
Whyte Avenue), southeast 
to west (via downtown), 
and east to southeast (via 
downtown, the university, 
and Whyte). 

Connections with the ex¬ 
isting system could be 
made at Churchill, Corona, 
University, and Health Sci¬ 
ences stations. 

The upshot is that there 


would be a direct train be¬ 
tween any two stations on 
the low-floor system, and 
each route would connect 
with the existing high-floor 
trains in at least one place. 

This system is pretty flex¬ 
ible — not only can trains 
run from any branch to any 
other branch (or even just 
around the circle), but it 
would be easy to add anoth¬ 
er branch later on without 
unbalancing eveiything. 

It’s not perfect, especial¬ 
ly with its use of surface 
streets and the High Level 
to get between Churchill 
and University when we’ve 


got a perfectly good sub¬ 
way. This was an inevitable 
result of the decision to 
switch train technologies, 
however. 

All in all, it’s the best way 
to arrange the three legs so 
that the new stations have 
both direct service to 
downtown as well as 
Whyte Avenue. While it 
won’t be right away, I’d be 
pretty happy to see some¬ 
thing like this passed by 
council.

tion that may spoil the wine) 
related to cork.

Missing the target 

Analysis shows Canada’s green plan doesn't add up

A U.S. plan to cut 
emissions goes much fur¬ 
ther than Canada's 
commitment despite gov¬ 
ernment claims that the 
two countries now have 
matching targets, accord¬ 
ing to analysis by climate 
change experts and 
foreign government. 

President Barack Obama 
will announce his plan to 
cut emissions to 17 per 
cent below 2005 levels by 
2020 at the climate change 
summit in Copenhagen. 
The U.S. figure is derived 
strictly from cuts that can 
be achieved by capping 
greenhouse gases and trad¬ 
ing emissions permits. 

The American commit¬ 
ment is similar to the 
Canadian government’s 
plan to go 20 per cent be¬ 
low 2006 levels by 2020, a 
point Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper has used 
to fend off attacks from 
such critics as the Secre- 
taiy General of the United 
Nations, Ban Ki Moon, who 
urged Harper to adopt a 
more ambitious target. 


Expert analysis shows 
the U.S. plan will go much 
further in cutting emis¬ 
sions when additional 
measures are factored in 
like tougher fuel efficiency 
rules for cars, renewable 
electricity standards and 
investments in “green” de¬ 
velopment in poor coun¬ 
tries, known in climate 
change parlance as clean 
development mechanism 
projects. All in, American 
emissions could go down 
between 28 and 34 per 
cent below 2005 levels in 
the next decade, according 
to a recent report by the 
Washington-based World 
Resources Institute. 

Canada’s target covers 
all national emissions cuts 
including fuel efficiency 
standards, investments in 
fighting deforestation and 


other greenhouse gas re¬ 
duction schemes, said John 
Drexhage, climate change 
director at the Internation¬ 
al Institute for Sustainable 
Development in Ottawa. 

“The U.S. is only comfort¬ 
able ascribing to anything 
internationally that can be 
100 per cent regulated, and 
that would only be the in¬ 
dustries that are within a 
cap-and-trade system. 

That’s why many argue 
that the Canadian target is 
quite a bit more moderate 
than the U.S. target,” he 
said. 

Canada trails most devel¬ 
oped countries in acting on 
climate change, and criti¬ 
cism from foreign govern¬ 
ments, not just environ¬ 
mental activists — is be¬ 
coming more pointed.

“This is the 
first MBA program to be of¬ 
fered in India from a lead¬ 
ing international business 
school.” 

Students who earn a 
Schulich MBA in India will 
receive their first-year class¬ 
es at Mumbai’s SP Jain Insti¬ 
tute of Management and 
Research, then transfer to 
Canada in their second year 
and graduate from 
Schulich’s Toronto campus. 

“I believe that quite a few 
students will want to go to 


India because they will be 
exposed to a fast-growing 
economy with a lot of op¬ 
portunity,” says Horvath. 
However, the Indian cam¬ 
pus will not be able to pro¬ 
vide all of the Canadian 
school’s specialization op¬ 
tions. 

“We have about 18 to 
date, which by then will be 
up to 20. India will only 
have four or five,” Horvath 
says. “It will be veiy attrac¬ 
tive to come to Toronto in 
second year.” 

Horvath hopes to build a 
permanent facility in India 
within the next three years. 
“There will be two Schulich 
campuses, one in Toronto 
and one in India,” he says, 
“with the same faculty qual¬ 
ity and same student quali¬ 
ty, recruiting and placing 
students all over the world.” 

Due to its current lack of 
facilities, the program’s first 
semester — which begins

on Jan. 4, 2010 — is limited 
to 35 students. Though 
Horvath says it will eventu¬ 
ally admit 180. 

Canadian students can 
apply, but “obviously have 
to compete” with interna¬ 
tional students, Horvath 
says. “We don’t compro¬ 
mise on quality,” he says. 
“So it’s about age 28 to 29, 
five or six years of experi¬ 
ence, a GMAT (Graduate 
Management Admission 
Test) cutoff of 600 — the av¬ 
erage is around 670 — and 
so on.” 

Students will not be earn¬ 
ing an “India MBA,” 
Horvath says, but rather a 
Schulich MBA by studying 
in India.

1 1/3 lb (600 g) unpeeled 
baking potatoes, scrubbed 
and thinly sliced 
11/2 tbsp (20 mL) olive oil 

1 tsp (5 mL) tomato paste 
14 oz (398 mL) can baked 
beans 

1/4 lb (125 g) frozen peas 
1/4 lb (125 g) frozen green

7 oz (200 g) can corn,

3 1/2 oz (100 g) smoked 
cheese, roughly chopped 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 400°F 
(200°C). Put potatoes into 
pot of boiling water. Bring 
back to boil; half-cover 
and simmer until just ten¬ 
der, but not breaking up.
